DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . Applicant's arguments during the interview on August 1 8, 201 0 with respect to 
the specification objection have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
objection of the amendments to the specification received on November 23, 2009 has 
been withdrawn. The specification received on November 23, 2009 is acceptable.

alone or in combination, all fail to disclose or suggest the following patentable limitations 
of the applicant's claimed and discloses invention: 

• The combination of a fixture with a plurality of attachment points spaced 
and fixed with respect to one another, a plurality of implement receivers 
different than the attachment points, a plurality of cannulas that couple 
with a respective attachment point and a trackable marker coupled to the 
fixture. 

• The combination of different first and second fixtures with a plurality of 
attachment points spaced and fixed with respect to one another, a plurality 
of cannulas that couple with a respective attachment point and a trackable 
marker that can be coupled to either the first or second fixtures to position 
the cannulas in different configurations. 

• The combination of a fixture with a plurality of attachment points spaced 
and fixed with respect to one another, a plurality of cannulas that couple 
with a respective attachment point, a plurality of trackable markers that 
can be coupled to the fixture and a surgical navigation system to track the 
markers. 

The combination of the claimed limitations are novel and found to be allowable 
over the prior art. The cited references taken singly or in combination do not anticipate 
or make obvious applicant's claimed invention.
